Ts are the first pictures of the arrival of U. S. forces in Tee- 
land. Taken by a Navy officer on his own, they impressed the 
Navy Department so favorably that they have now been released 
as “Official U. S. Navy Photographs.” 

U.S. marines, sailors and aviators landed at Reykjavik, eap- 
ital of Iceland, on July 7. They came in a convoy of some 30 ships, 
including destroyers, cruisers and at least one battleship, with pa- 
trol planes shepherding the flock throughout the entire 

Icelanders and members of the 15,000 British troops gai 
ing the island were amazed at what the local paper called 
remarkable speed with which the Americans work.”

President in Atlantic City on Oct. 20, 1935 to found 
the C. I. O. began a genuine social revolution. Their 
immediate rebellion was against the conservative in- 
ertia of their fellow leaders of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. But their far goal was to revolutionize 
American life by organizing the great unorganized 
masses of the mass-production industries and thus 
rally a strength which for the first time in U. S. his- 
tory would give Labor a controlling voice in the con- 
duct of U. S. government and business. 

Of the co-founders of the C. I. O., Lewis, their 
leader, having given his promise when he came out 
for Wendell Willkie, retired from its presidency last 
November and has since ostensibly devoted hi 
self exelusively—in almost unbroken public silence 
Jnited Mi Workers. devoted 
New Dealer, is Labor boss of the defense program 
as Associate Director General of OPM. Caught be- 
tween them is Philip Murray (abore), Lewis’ long- 
time lieutenant in the Mine Workers who succeeded 
him as C. I. O. president. Last week Mr. Murray 
lay ill in Pittsburgh.

hearsal. But few realize that every toe tap is as care- 
fully planned as each quarter note in a first violin- 
ist’s score. Creating an original dance routine is 
roughly equivalent in mental exertion to composing 
a sestina, orchestrating an overture or writing a 
one-act play. Astaire’s genius as a dancer rests no 
less on creative talent than on the fluid perfection 
of his performance. He is his own dance originator 
In 1936 when he disagreed with RKO, newspapers 
reported chat the falling-out, as usual, involved mon- 
ey. Actually it concerned his producers’ contractual 
demand that he make four pictures a year—a stiff 
stint for any performer but an overwhelming burden 
for Astaire who ordinarily requires seven or eight 
weeks to compose and perfect the dance numbers for 
any picure before shooting begins. 

During those weeks he shuts himself in a rehearsal 
room eight hours a day. A pianist incessantly ham- 
mers out the score. To make sure he doesn’t repeat 
himself he runs off reels of his dances from previous 
pictures. He paces the floor, broods, chews gum, 
occasionally breaks into a cascade of taps, studying 
himself in a facade of mirrors. Since no one has 
ever devised a practicable system for recording a 
dance on paper, an assistant is constantly on hand 
to remember any of Astaire's extemporancous evo- 
lutions that seem fresh and apt. Sometimes entire 
days pass without production of a single usable 
measure 

When at length the steps of a routine are set, 
Astaire devotes his attention to refinements of body 
movement, gesture and expression. Satisfied with 
these, he gets rid of the mirror, lest he rely on it too 
much, and continues practicing until the routine is so 
fixed in his mind that he can read while dancing— 
and absorb what he reads. Final processes are co 
teach the number to his partner and make the diffi- 
cult change from rehearsal clothes to tails—or what- 
ever costume the script requires. When the finished 
number is finally ready for screening, Astaire and his 
partner walk through their steps for director, pho- 
tographers and technicians.

As a creative performer Astaire has notably in- 
fluenced the American dance. He is an exponent— 
probably the No. 1 exponent—of this country’s only 
native and original dance form. Curiously little has 
been written about the tap dance, though it is as dis- 
tinctive a species of U. S. folk art as the cowboy 
ballad, the Negro spiritual, or swing. Modern ball- 
room dancing is purely derivative. Ies origins lie in the 
aristocratic pavan and passacaglia of Renaissance 
Europe. Square dances are unamended importations 
from the British Isles. Bue tap dancing sprang from 
U.S. soil. It is as indigenous as poison ivy, as popular 
as the ice-cream soda. 

First tap dancers, like the first hot" musicians, 
were Negro slaves. Their footwork was simple— 
scarcely more complex than the heel-thumping of 
their tribal ancestors in the jungle—bur their rhythms 
were the basic rhythms of American jazz. Theit body 
movements were loose, shambling, amorphous. Some- 
times they wore shoes, sometimes they shufiled in bare 
fect. Plantation owners called their curious perfor- 
mance “levee dancing." Though blackface minstrels 
became popular in U.S. music halls around 1800, it 
was not till the late 30's that levee dancing was intro- 
duced to the professional stage by two famed Negro 
impersonators, Zip Coon and the renowned "Jim 
Crow" Rice, whose names put the terms ““coon’’ and 
‘Jim Crow” into American slang. 

About this same time, clog dancing was developing 
in England and Ireland as a popular competitive and 
theatrical form. In 1840 Barney Williams, the firse 
great Irish clogger, came to the U. S. In footwork the 
Irish and Lancashire clog was more complicated and 
stylized than the levee dance of the American buck 
Negro. But its unsyncopated 6-8 rhythms were far 
less subtle. A good idea of Lancashire cadences can be 
obtained by reciting very rapidly, without taking a 
breath, Byron's anapaestic lines:

The Negro levee dancer beat his feet in 2-4 or 4-4 time. His 
rhythms, the broken, restless rhychms of modern jazz and modern 
tap dancing, are set down with an unerring ear for accent and stress 
in Vachel Lindsay's The Congo. Swing it: 

Fat black bucks in a wine-barrel room, 
Barrel-house kings, with feet unstable, 

Sagged and reeled and pounded on the table, 
Pounded on the table, 

Beat an empty barrel with the handle of a broom, 
Hard as they were able, 

Boom, boom, Boom, 

With a silk umbrella and the handle of a broom 

Visually the Negro buck dance was amusing, vainglorious, paradox- 
ical in its contrasts of strut and relaxation. The clogger danced from 
the knees down. His art was purely auditory. In clog-dancing con- 
tests, which became popular in rural America in the latter 19th Cen- 
tury, judges frequently sat behind screens or underneath the sanded 
dancing platform, to eliminate the extraneous factor of appearance 
from their appraisal of the competitors’ speed and pedal precision. 


Hoofers on pedestals 


For several decades these two dance forms flourished concurrently. 
In 1866 The Black Crook, generally considered the first musical extrava- 
ganza, featured both clog and minstrel dancers. Cloggers wore tights 
and heavy shoes with thick wooden soles, and danced in stiff mili- 
tary attitudes, chests out, arms held rigidly at their sides, hands 
pressed against their thighs. The reductio ad absurdum of the clog was 
the so-called ‘pedestal dance."" Its practitioners, to demonstrate the 
miniature niceties of their art, climbed on marble or gilded shafts and 
went through their routines on a surface never more than 24 inches 
square. Most famous of the pedestal dancers was Henry E. Dixey, 
who used to whitewash himself and disclose his glistening muscula~ 


rare; a3 the curtains parted; in the attirude of Discobolus or Apollo 
Belvedere, 

By the end of the century the old-fashioned static clog had virtu- 
lly disappeared from the U. S. stage. A good deal of its heel-and-toe 
rechnique was appropriated by minstrel dancers and adapted to 
native American rhythms. It is probable, however, that in time all 
the complicated tricks of the clog dance would have evolved inde- 
pendently out of the Negro tradition. For it was to the Negro— 
though he did not appear on the professional stage till recently— 
chat great minstrels like Sheridan & Mack, and George H. Primrose 
("The Adonis of the Step Dance’’) looked for inspiration. Year by 
year rhythms and routines became more interesting and more varied. 
Terminology changed. References to “‘levee dancing” disappeared 
and the terms ‘‘step dance”’ and ‘buck and wing"’ were heard. The 
misleading phrase ‘‘soft shoe’’ was applied co an increasingly popu- 
ar form of mobile, eccentric step dance in rolling 4~4 time. (Actually 
performers wore all kinds of shoes for soft-shoe routines.) The dis- 
inguishing characteristics of soft shoe were humor, a certain deli- 
cy and lightness of touch, and a smooth but leisurely cadence 
at sounded like:

Emergence of modern tap 


Te was in the years from 1900-20 that the modern tap dance evolved 
is we know it today. Great Negro dancers like Bill Robinson ap- 
seared on the Keith Circuit and the Broadway stage. Minstrels 
dually vanished, but che dances they did were taken over and 
‘mbellished by whiteface performers. Comedians like Jack Donahue 
nd Jim Barton executed superbly difficule numbers with wry, 
ophisticated humor, Pac Rooney made his name synonymous with 
ieat litele rhychms in 3-4 (waltz) time that seemed to chant:

Ability to 
tap had become a social asset 

The performer who brought the U. S. tap dance to its highest pin- 
nacle of virtuosity and refinement was Fred Astaire. Nos| Coward 
once told him: "Freddy, when I see you dance it makes me want to 
cry.’” Even in more phlegmatic observers Astaire’s agility and charm 
induces an emotional reaction, though it is usually one of exhilara~ 
tion rather than tears. His numbers are more than mere metatarsal 
obbligatos set to 64 bars of music. They are always carefully inte- 
grated with the melodic theme and often interpretive in effect. 
Commenting on Bill Robinson's dancing, Astaire once observed: 
“He plays tunes with his feet as effortlessly and as accurately as a 
fine drummer plays a snare drum." But Astaire, whose footwork is 
impeccable, dances with his entire body. “'I like to get my fect in 
the air and move around,” he says. Wayburn contends that Astaire 
was the first American tap dancer consciously to employ the full re- 
sources of his arms, hands and torso for visual ornamentation. Like 
Paul Draper he decorates his tap steps with tours jetés, pirouets, 
entrechats and other maneuvers of the classic ballet. But where 
young Draper interprets Scarlatti and Bach in a studied and stylized 
fashion of his own, Astaire dances to American rhythms and with 
an air of gay spontaneity chat consummately reflects the folk origins 
of his art. Debonair, exultant, amused, he has imparted to the tap 
dance an elegance and mobility of which the cloggers and minstrels 
of the last century never dreamed. As the Astaire technique evolved, 
the American Dance washed off its black pigmentation and put on 
white tie and cals. 

Not long ago Astaire was seriously mentioned for the post of 
soloist with the Metropolitan Opera ballet. It was ballet, as a 
matter of fact, which formed the groundwork of Astaire’s dancing 
education. When he arrived in New York at the age of 8, with his 
sister and mother (who for 25 years served as her children’s pro- 
moter, manager and chaperone), young Fred could already dance 
expertly on the tips of his tocs. He had not yet, however, learned 
to make noise with them. Mrs. Austerlitz entered her children at 
Ned Wayburn's booming new Dancing, Singing and Dramatic 
School off Times Square and Wayburn at once decided that it would 
be to Fred’s advantage to discontinue his study of the effete ballet 
and learn the manly art of tap. He did not require many lessons. 

Before the Astaires reached Broadway they worked the vaudeville 
circuits for nine years. There was an interlude of one season during 
which they attended school at Highwood, N. J. This academic ad- 
venture sprang not from any desire for formal education but from the 
fact that Adele had grown so rapidly Fred looked ludicrous dancing 
by her side.

181g. They never went back to vaudeville. Orer the Top was followed 
by jobs in the Winter Garden Passing Show of 1918 and the Fritz 
Kreisler operetta Apple Blossoms. Though in these they had no speak- 
ing parts, their adroit rhythmic comedy and liquid but precise team- 
work made a profound impression on New York. Drama reporters, 
puzzled by the etymology of their adopted name, decided they were 
French and applauded “the Parisian chic of the young Astaires.”” 
Today, because of his London-tailored clothes and pleasing, accent- 
less speech, Astaire is mistaken by many of his fans for an English- 
man 

Speaking roles and stardom came to the Astaires in 1922 when 
Producer Alex A. Aarons decided a show should be written especially 
for them. The result, For Goodness Sake, and its sequels, the Gersh- 
win-scored Lady Be Good and Funny Face, established Fred and Adele 
as international celebrities. They were embraced by reviewers 
and rushed by stage-struck socialites on both sides of the Atlantic. 
One transported English writer called Fred “‘an impish soul in an 
Everyman's body."”

Perfectionist at work 


The social attention granted Adele by wealthy young peers in 
London and tycoons’ sons in New York often brought her into pro- 
fessional conflict with her brother. A habitual and painstaking wor- 
rier, Astaire rarely was satisfied with either her performance or his 
own. He thought nothing of arriving at the theater two hours be- 
fore curtain time to limber up. Adele generally arrived only a few 
minutes before her initial entrance. Aarons recalls that Fred never 
trusted a property man to rosin the stage for him before a per- 
formance. He invariably attended to it himself, just as he attended 
to every minute business detail. During the difficult labors of com- 
position and rehearsal, Adele would co-operate. But once a routine 
was set and a show on view, Adele wanted liberty. She found it 
difficult to turn down the flower-laden young men at the stage door 
just because her young brother had disliked the evening's work and 
called a midnight rehearsal. Astaire was and is an almost masochistic 

rfectionist 

When Adele married her opulent nobleman and retired from the 
stage in 1932, her action was dictated partly by this conflict between 


Fred's conscience and her own predilection for fun. She made no 
bones about the fact that the theatrical tradition was not inbred 
in her. ‘It was an acquired taste,"* she said, “‘like olives."’ Another 


factor was the realization that Fred had at last stepped out of her 
professional shadow. As a boy people had dismissed him as “'that 
talented Austerlitz girl's little brother."” As choreographer he de- 
vised dances which made Adele appear the virtuoso of the team 
Astaire never appeared to resent his role of serious-minded brother.

Astaires were appearing, and reported that Fred had begged him, 
“Please, if you ever take a rap at us, direct it at me, instead of Adele, 
will you? 

Ic was The Band Wagon that first proved to the Astaires and the 
public that Fred was separable from Adele. In the interest of econ- 
omy the producers of The Band Wagon hired only a small cast and 
relied on Fred and Adele to do a great many things besides dance. 
Skits were varied and with some misgivings the producers handed 
Fred a fantastic assortment of character parts. Morning after the 
opening, reviews offered the usual words of praise for the Astaires’ 
incomparable dancing. But there was also an unexpected chorus of 
astonishment and delight at Fred Astaire's newly revealed talents 
as a comedian. When Astaire walked into the Lambs Club that 
evening he was greeted with “Boy, I hear you're an actor!” At the 
conclusion of The Band Wagon’s run, Adele married and went 
abroad and Fred stepped out by himself. 

Though many a movie bigwig had seen The Band Wagon, they 
made no rush to draft him for the screen. For one thing, Hollywood 
was still groping for a satisfactory musical-comedy frame of refer- 
ence. Cinema musicals were, for the most part, vast Busby Berkeley 
extravaganzas without any place for the intimate grace of Astaire 
footwork. Astaire’s appeal, moreover, was rated as a “‘class"” ap- 
peal. New York debutantes liked him, but there were grave doubts 
concerning his ability to charm shopgirls and stenographers. It was 
not until Gay Divoreé proved him good enough to play Broadway for 
32 weeks without Adele by his side that RKO doubefully invited 
him co the West Coast. 


Hollywood's greatest team 


If Fred Astaire made a great dancer out of Ginger Rogers, it is 
equally true that Ginger made a successful romantic lead out of 
Astaire. He had been handicapped on Broadway by the simple fact 
that Adele was his sister, which required librectists to devise tortuous 
plot complications in order to introduce love interest without sug- 
gestion of incest. But he was free to court Ginger Rogers, as well as 
dance with her, with perfect propriety. She had an alert, friendly, 
distinctively American charm that perfeclly complemented his 
jaunty screen personality. And she was, moreover, industrious and 
energetic. Astaire never had to bully or beg her to work as he did 
‘Adele. Her assiduity and competitiveness were as keen as his own. 

Within twelve months of their initial collaboration Astaire and 
Rogers had become the greatest money-making team in Hollywood 
history. Bue for him those first months were filled with dire forebod-

ings. He disliked his face and feared his fast footwork would blur 
hopelessly on film. He was depressed by the report of his first screen 
test on which some ignorant underling had written: “Can't act. 
Slightly bald. Can dance a little.” Hollywood's huge sets unnerved 
him, Dancing on them, he said, was like performing in a circus tent. 
On secing the rushes from Flying Down to Rio, his first major efforc, 
he was convinced his career was over. To his gloomy eyes his dancing 
looked ponderous, his angular Midwestern countenance grotesque. 
He told Ginger, and she agreed with him, that dancing in piccures 
would never be popular. He implored RKO either to remake or 
delete his numbers. When Producer Pandro Berman refused, As- 
taire went around Hollywood thanking people for being nice to him 
and saying goodby. 

He then took off for London to appear in the English company of 
Gay Divoreé. London always welcomed him ecstatically and Lady 
Cavendish cried when she saw him dancing for the first time without 
her. He had almost forgorten Hollywood when a cable arrived from 
Mr. Berman. It said: “'I told you so." Flying Down to Rio was a suc- 
cess and fans were writing in asking for more Astaire. He returned to 
the U. §. when Gay Divoreé closed and went to work with Ginger on 
The Gay Divorcée (renamed by the Hays office on the assumption that 
a divorcée might be gay but a divorcé shouldn't). Ir was the first of 
their great series of smash hits. When all reports were in, RKO gave 
him a five-year contract and insured his legs for $1,000,000. 


Hollywood's champion worrier 


Today, by rights, Astaire should possess a reasonable quota of 
professional self-assurance. He rates 17 agate lines in Who's Who. 
He gets around $150,000 for each picture he makes. Through his in- 
fluence movie musicals have been transformed from dull, fourth-di- 
mensional spectacles into a sprightly and comprehensible cinematic 
form. And he has seen his style of dancing become the national ideal. 

Yet Astaire is probably Hollywood's No. 1 self-deprecator. The 
youthful bounce that characterizes his walking gait, off and on the 
Screen, masks an everlastingly cormented soul. He worries incess- 
antly. He worries about his work, about his clothes, about Adele, 
his mother and Great Britain. His No. 1 worry is that he will run 
out of dance concepts, and more than once he has interrupted golf 
matches and weekend trips and hurried to his studio because he 
sensed the approach of an incipient idea. Previews cause him im- 
mense anguish. Two of his films he has never seen at all. Yet Holly- 
wood associates find him easy and agreeable to work with, a shy 
and sensitive gentleman whose temperament is completely intro- 
verted. He sometimes rages in rehearsal, but his anger is never 
directed at anyone but himself. 

Though it is well established by now that feminine fans find him 
glamorous and that men consider him altogether likable, Astaire is 
morbidly sensitive about his physical aspect. One day, on being told 
of a new development in color processing, he groaned wretchedly, 
"Can you imagine how I'll look in Technicolor?” He has been 
known to try on a suit as many as 50 times before making up his

mind to accept it, and mornings he will tic and untie a dozen of his 

150-odd cravats before settling on one for the day. He has killed 
dozens of publicity stills because of some near-invisible wrinkle in 
trousers or coat. He wears his coupee, however, only before the 
camera. 

Astaite’s dancing shoes are specially made for him at $16-$20 a 
pair. They are light, very snug, and generally last no longer than six 
shooting sessions, As a rule Astaire keeps 70-100 pairs on hand, 
and he trusts no one but himself co hammer their aluminum taps to 
toes and heels. His only sartorial superstition is a red-and-green plaid 
bathrobe he bought in Bridgeport, Conn. in rg22. For some reason 
the Astaire act stopped the show the night of its purchase and he 
could think of no explanation save the new robe. Since then he has 
worn it religiously on opening nights and on the first days of screen- 
ing cach new film. 

Astaire’s wife is the former Phyllis Livingston Potter, Bostonian 
socialite and heiress. They were married July 12, 1933 in Brooklyn 
Supreme Court a few moments after Mrs. Potter had won a settle- 
ment on custody of her son, Eliphalet Nott (‘‘Peter"’) Potter Jr. Be- 
sides his stepson, who is now 12, Astaire has a 5-year-old son, Fred 
J., who is his special worry and.delight. He has already taught him 
'a few steps and now, according to Astaire, whenever Freddy hears 
music “he rattles around a bic."” 


He moves in the best circles 


Ie was no accident that Adele married an English lord and Fred a 
Back Bay aristocrat. Their mother never let them forget that they 
sprang from one of Omaha's best families and as a consequence they 
never formed any attachment for theatrical society. In New York 
they lived on Park Avenue and moved in Park Avenue circles. In 
London they consorted with intellectuals and the pecrage. In Holly- 
wood the Astaires have slid naturally into the so-called ‘‘conserva- 
tive set.”” Astaire is one of the few theatrical people ever admitted 
to New York’s Racquet and Tennis Club and the Turf and Field 
Club at Belmont Park, L. I. The Astaire house is quietly furnished, 
wood-paneled, and looks more like Westchester than California. In 
the garage are only two cars, a standard Buick sedan and a station 
wagon. Whoever leaves the house first avoids the station wagon. 

During their years of collaboration, Astaire and Ginger Rogers 
rarely saw each other outside the studio. Some fans complained 
because their pictures invariably ended with a dance routine instead 
ofa clinch. Of the screen their relationship has been no less detached. 


Astaire is devoted to his wife and during their eight years in Holly- 
wood has seldom been seen in public without her. He corresponds 
regularly with Adele. In his letters he describes proposed numbers 
in considerable detail. She in return criticizes them and sends him 
ideas and sisterly advice. She still calls him ‘“Babe’’ or “’Sap."" He 
calls her ‘Funny Face,” a nickname which suggested the title of the 
1927 Gershwin hit. Their mother is currently living at the Cavendish 
castle in Ireland, a fact which affords Astaire excellent grounds for 
worry. He is passionately interested in the war, passionately pro- 
British and has donated several ambulances to Britain. 

Astaire has no thought at present of returning to Broadway. He 
prefers the Hollywood technique of perfecting a number and doing 
it once, to the theatrical exigencies of nightly repetition. Moreover 
he has always feared and disliked visible audiences. As a movie star, 
however, he has to cope with another problem: his shyness in the 
presence of fans and autograph hounds. Nothing disturbs him more 
than to have a perfect stranger shout “Hi, Fred," and then break 
into a dance. He always feels uncomfortably that he is expected co 
dance back. For this reason he dislikes going to night clubs. On the 
dance floor he appears subdued and indolent. For the most part he 
prefers to sit quietly in a corner and listen to the orchestra. He knows 
instrumentation and is himself an accomplished pianist, accordion- 
ist and clarinet player. A persistent ambition of his is to score one of 
his own pictures. He has had five songs published, of which three— 
Just Like Taking Candy from a Baby, No Time Like the Present and I'm 
Building Up to an Awful Letdown—were comparative hits. 

Though his last two partners, Eleanor Powell and Paulette 
Goddard, failed to impress either Hollywood or the nation as ade- 
quate successors to Ginger Rogers, there has been no suggestion that 
Astaire, like Ginger, planned to devote himself henceforth to 
straight roles. As a matter of fact RKO recently offered him a very 
tempting dramatic role. He might have accepted it had he not 
already got himself involved in two additional musicals for Para- 
mount besides his forthcoming films with Rita Hayworth for Colum- 
bia. Astaire is in perfect physical shape, and until he feels cither his 
legs or his box office slowing he sees no reason to readjust his pro- 
fessional ways. He still finds himself able to dance a full working 
y, without misery in his feet. Between 
keeps in training with golf, which he shoots in the low 8 
fishing and skiing. He eats lightly, smokes little, seldom drinks. For 
him one cocktail before a dinner party is par; two highballs after- 
ward is a binge, Evenings he likes to play gin rummy or bridge and 
go to bed early. At 42 he looks 32, with his hat on. Only one tiny 
symptom reveals that he has conscientiously and uninterruptedly 
danced and worried, worried and danced, for 35 years: his toes wig- 
gle in his sleep. *
